Manson was given up for dead in the scorching 
heat of the vast canyon where his two companions 
on a Western camping trip, the Rev. Eugene 
Gavigan, 30, and Walter Mahany, 16, perished. 
Young Owens, son of a telephone supervisor, was 
spotted and rescued by a search helicopter crew 
last Saturday. He had lost 30 pounds during the 
six-day ordeal. 


He sat down at home to a feast this afternoon 
featuring turkey, fried chicken and ham. His step- 
mother, sister, aunts and grandmothers spent 
most of the day preparing the meal. 


As’the plane bearing Manson and his father 
touched down at 3:42 p.m., EST, the expectant 
crowd rushed forward foward it, and a wave of 
spontaneous applatise burst forth.

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Cold War Causes 
Are Sharp as Ever 


There is, of course, a great deal of 
excited optimism about the forthcom- 
ing exchange of visits between Premier 
Khrushchev and President Eisenhower. 
Before it gets out of hand, however, we 
should remember that the basic clashes 
of interest between the United States and 
the Soviet Union are as sharp as ever. 

If there is any reason for optimism it 
lies in the hope that through a meeting 
of minds there will come a_ greater 
understanding of this country’s objec- 


Wag ives. This might prevent miscalculations 


which could lead to a nuclear holocaust. 

Then, too, a first-hand view of this 
country’s great strength and its people 
might erase some of the misconceptions 
Khrushchev evidently has about us. If 
he can be made to understand once and 
for all that we have no intention of sur- 
rendering our vital interests under any 
circumstances, then real negotiations 
may be possible. 

In spite of all the events of the past 
few days, the East-West deadlock at Ge- 
neva continues. Little if any progress is 
being made on a nuclear-test ban or 
nuclear disarmament. The Soviet Union, 
which has concentrated on building a 
mighty industrial arsenal in .East Ger- 
many, has no intentions of agreeing to uni- 
fication of East and West Germany. Com- 
munists are promoting civil war in. Laos 
and trouble wherever they can. 

Khrushchev talks of “peaceful coex- 
istence” and “competition,” but vows 
Communist world conquest. He denies 
there are any such things as “captive” 
nations but there are the experience of 
Hungary and continued occupation by 
Soviet troops of Eastern European coun- 
tries in violation of all Soviet agreements. 

So looking beyond the social aspects 
of all these exchanges of visits, let’s not 
lose sight of the facts of international 
power and politics. Nixon’s trip to the 
Soviet Union proved there exists a genu- 
ine feeling of friendship and desire for 
peace by the Soviet people. Unfortunate- 
ly the voice we hear is Khrushchev’s. 

Nevertheless he should be welcomed 
to this country in the same manner as we 
would expect President Eisenhower to be 
treated in Moscow. If he genuinely seeks 
peace—and President Eisenhower now 
has opened the way to break the danger- 
ous deadlocks—it is up to us to give him 
every opportunity to state his terms. 

But we must keep in mind that his 
terms in the past have been unacceptable 
and that the basic causes of tension are 
still with us.

Let’s Intensify Efforts 
To Weigh Truck Loads 


Results of the state’s crackdown on 
overloaded trucks near Folkston more 
than justify establishment of perma- 
nent weighing stations at carefully chosen 
locations on main routes. 

Apprehending of 55 violators within 
45 hours also serves as an indication as 
to why certain interests, not necessarily 
any or all of the ones who were caught 
near Folkston, apparently were willing to 
pay for advance information as to where 
portable weighing stations would be set 
up at given times. 

The separate incidents point to wide- 
spread breaches of the law on load 
limits. 

The idea advanced by Ed Clements, 
director of the Highway Department's 
truck-weighing division, is a sound one. 
He advocates installation of permanent 
checking stations, each of which would 
require crews of only one or two men, 
on four highways where truck traffic is 
heaviest. Mobile units could be assigned 
to lesser-traveled highways and to sec- 
ondary roads. 

The fact that the trucking industry is 
a great asset to the economy and has a 
sizable tax bill does‘not entitle individ- 
ual operators to thumb their noses at the 
law. 

Georgia’ s highways are in bad enough 
shape as it is. They should not be sub- 
' jected to additional abuse by overloaded 
trucks.

‘Rights’ Com promises 


Will Avoid Bitterness 


The administration’s civil rights pro- 
posals are being tempered considerably 
by the House committees now working 
on them. Latest was rejection of the Ju- 
diciary Committee of a proposal which 
would have declared that states are ‘“‘ob- 
ligated” to take steps to end racial seg- 
regation in their public schools. 

After all the compromises, the House 
will vote a civil rights bill much more 
moderate than that sought either by the 
administration or the more liberal ele- 
ments in Congress. The final version in 
the Senate will be in line with the pro- 
posals of Sen. Lyndon Johnson, the 
Texas floor leader who has said a civil 
rights measure will be passed. 

Compromise, as everyone knows, is 
necessary for orderly government in a 
democracy such as ours. Extreme meas- 
ures which would engender extreme bit- 
terness and which would be difficult to 
enforce are less constructive than evolu- 
tionary processes backed by public 
opinion. 

The South’s defensive posture at the 
mention of the term “civil rights” leads 
to basic misunderstandings of the region’s 
position. In the minds of those not fa- 
miliar with our problems, this attitude 
makes it appear we are against civil 
rights. 

Best way to avoid passage of extreme 
measures which appear punitive and 
aimed directly at the South is for South- 
erners to prevent those incidents and 
disturbances which bring on pressures 
for federal legislation. There is no na- 
tional majority sentiment favoring re- 
pression of basic civil rights.

Full Awareness of Causes of Alcoholism, 
Rehabilitation Methods Called Essential 


Atlanta—I have been somewhat 
disturbed by a quote by Dr. Roy 
McClain in your recent excellent 
series on alcoholism. He said, as 
near as I can remember, “All 
the clinics and hospftals, all the 
sympathy and the midnight tears, 
will not help the alcoholic as 
much as complete giving of him- 
self to Jesus Christ.” It is ob- 
vious from this naive statement 
that Dr. McClain has little if any 
understanding of the alceholic’s 
feelings, the very “real” torture 
of those midnight tears and the 
fact that in the throes of alcoholic 
despair God and religion are 
usually so completely wunattain- 
able for the alcoholic that it is 
like crying to the moon for help. 

Certainly if we can get our 
ministers to understand that alco- 
holism is a disease, we can go 
a long way toward overcoming 
puldic stigma. But ministers, like 
the rest of the people, cannot 
understand unless they are better 
educated to the causes of alco- 
holism and the methods of re- 
habilitation. Unfortunately 
so many of us see it as a one- 
sided picture—only as a problem 
and as a socially unacceptable 
state. Contained in one of the 
films that are shown to patients 
at the clinic is about the truest 
summing up of the business that 
I have ever heard, and that is 
that ‘‘No one can really under- 
stand alcoholism as a problem, 
until he can see it as a solution.”

Atlanta—Thanks for your fair 
news stories and your keen in- 
terest regarding the fire safety 
Situation at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 

As to your editorlal comment, 
let me say that in the State Fire 
Marshal’s Office over the years 
we have been confronted with 
two factors when fire safety at 
the Milledgeville Hospital is con- 
sidered. 

1. Under our Georgia Safety 
Fire Law of 1949 we were to be 
provided with 10 engineering spe- 
cialists whose duties would be to 
inspect all buildings in the state 
where people gather in groups to 
work, play, eat or sleep. For your 
information, due to lack of funds 
for which we continually have 
pleaded, we have only one in- 
spector who is an engineéring 
specialist. 

2. Under the law I can go into 
court at any time and have the 
State Hospital Authority ordered 
by the court under a rule nisi to 
bring any buildings at Milledge- 
ville under protest by my 
office up to minimum safety 
standards or be closed. Let me 
ask where then would the State 
of Georgia put the thousands of 
helpless Milledgeville patients? 

Perhaps we will soon see the 
sunlight as far as fire safety at 
the Milledgeville State Hospital 
is concerned. Along with Safety

Attention has been focused on the plight 3? municipalities in Geor- 
gia that are being called on to provide more and more services 
within and without their limits while the exodus to the suburbs pre- 
vents city revenues from increasing as fast as services 


When towns and cities were 
first incorporated, no one could 
foresee expansion beyond the lim- 
its then established. However, in 
most Georgia cities and towns 
today we see suburban areas ex- 
panded far beyond the city limits. 
Yet these thickly populated areas 
look to the cities from which most 
of the residents moved for water, 
sewage disposal, garbage collec- 
tion, fire protection and police 
protection. 


Citizens of cities and towns in 
Georgia not only have to pay 
taxes to maintain special services 
with which their neighbors in 
rural areas have heretofore never 


been concerned, but they are, hay- 


_ ing to carry an increasing share 


of the cost of county services 
that they do not receive. 

For example, cities have to 
maintain their own streets but 
residents have to pay county taxes 
to construct county roads. They 
also pay state taxes, but only in 
limited instances participate in 
state road construction. And in 
all joint services provided by a 
city and county the city residents 
have to pay city taxes to support 
the joint services and then county 
taxes for the same services. 

Some cities are meeting the 
existing situation by expanding 
the city limits while others are

The first time the bird heard 
a cannon, he broke loose and 
took off into the wild blue. His 
friends thought he was gone for 
good. But they could hear him 
screaming above the battle smoke 
and when the dust settled he cir- 
cled the field and landed. 

The incident set him free. 
From that day he never wore a 
rope, nor any man’s collar. 

He went through 22 battles and 
hardly lost a feather. 

Jimmy McGinnis survived, too. 
He took Old Abe to the Centen- 
nial Exposition in 1876. 

Old Abe died naturally of old 
age, was stuffed and placed in 
the Wisconsin State House mu- 
seum. The original stuffing was 
destroyed by fire. Another has 
taken its place.

Budget Problem 


Contronts Nixon 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Nixon’s mis- 
sion to Moscow will hardly be more significant 
for his presidential ambitions than another and 
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far less dramatic mission he must undertake right | here fa Wash- 
ington. The returning Nixon faces a creeping crisis in the White 
House Cabinet over the size, shape and tone of next year’s federal 


budget. 

In Russia, the vice president 
served as middleman between 
President Eisenhower and Khru- 
shchév. In Washington, now his 
task is this: To find and maintain 
a politically strong position about 
midway between ‘“‘spenders”’ like 
Arthur Flemming, the secretary 
of health, education and welfare, 
and “savers” like Secretary of 
the Treasury Robert Ande-son. 

The vice president cannot and 
will not attempt to disassociate 
himself in any important way 
from the “‘hold-the-line’ spend- 
ing policy to which Eisenhower 
is determined to cling through 
the twilight of his tenure. Nixon 
months ago took a decision that 
he would sustain this stand. 

All the same, the vice presi- 
dent has every intention to avoid 
being identified with fiscal poli- 
cies having any strongly Old 
Guard Republican flavor. What 
the government does and does not 
do in various welfare fields be- 
tween now and the 1960 election 
will be actually more his concern 
than that of anybody else. 

Whatever the final 1961 budget, 
he will be stuck with it, as a part 
of the regime that will have made 
it. Thus his basic necessity is to 
control the shaping of that 
budget.

One of the most disturbing things which can 
happen to a family traveling on a summer \ 
tion is to come unexpectedly upon signs which 
read “Detour” or ‘‘Danger—Proceed at Your Own Risk.” 


his operations will be complicat- 
ed. He must not seem to propose 
any flat repudiation of Ejsenhow- 
er’s passionate devotion to budg- 
et-balancing. On the other hand 
he must not allow the new budg- 
et, if he can help it, to indicate 
that its sole reason for being is 
to save money, come what may. 

For Nixon’s prospective rival 
for the 1960 presidential nomina- 
tion, Gov. Rockefeller of New 
York, is not committed to any 
federal budget, either the pres- 
ent one or the coming one, Rock- 
efeller will be free to go entirely 
his own way on all budget ques- 
tions—and free to nail Nixon on 
any shortcoming in the new 
budget. 

No one is more wryly aware 
of this than is the vice president. 

The substance of the problem 
is to keep a reasonable ceiling 
on the total budget. But, working 
within those limits, to accentuate 
spending in some welfare catego- 
ries and to cut it down in less 
sensitive areas. 

One of Nixon’s most powerful 
friends suggests that this is not 
so impossibly difficult as it might 
look. At any rate, it will surely 
not be easy, and it is what the 
vice president must now accom- 
plish. \

I am thinking also of persons 
who carefully and skillfully have 
planned for tomorrow. Perhaps 
they have given the best years of 
their lives to their efforts to make 
good in business. Or maybe they

comes. No man, so far as I know, 
can tell us the reason and mean- 
ing of tragedy.

WASHINGTON—The results of the first elec- 
tions in the nation’s 50th state: Show that Ha- 
Walians are not any more disposed to vote by 


party labels than voters on the mainland. Suggest that the .voting 
pattern, for the present at least, follows closely the current pattern 
in national politics; that is, the tendency to elect a Republican chicf 
executive and a Democratic majority in Congress. 


Give the Republicans a much- 
needed boost in morale by en- 
abling them to win three out of 
five statewide offices — governor, 
lieutenant governor and one sena- 
tor to one Democratic senator and 
one Democratic member of the 
House. 

Perhaps the most significant 
aspect of the Hawaiian election is 
that it demonstrates how strong 
the two-party system now is on 
the Islands. 

It hasn’t always been so. Until 
the end of World War II, the Re- 
publicans were dominant, had 
nearly a monopoly grasp on Ha- 
Waiian public life, and the out- 
look for the Democratic Party 
seemed almost hopeless. 

Now the Democrats control the 
House and the Republicans the 
Senate by a slim margin. 

Distinguished _ politicians of 
many racial backgrounds have 
been elected to Congress, but it 
will be a new experience for the 
vice president to call the name of 
the ‘distinguished senator from 
Hawaii,”’ .the Chinese-American 
Republican Hiram Leong Fong, or 
for Speaker Rayburn to recognize 
his Democratic counterpart in the 
House, the Japanese-American 
war hero, Daniel K. Inouye. 

But this is one of the assets 
which comes to the United States 
from Hawaiian statehood. The 
newly elected Gov. William E. 
Quinn puts it this way: 

“An outstanding | feature of life 
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in Hawaii, commented on with 
appreciation by visitors the world 
over, is the harmony among the 
Americans of many races and an- 
cestries who make up the popula- 
tion of the new state. Equality of 
opportunity is a reality, with busi- 
ness, professions and government 
service open to all qualified per- 
sons regardless of ethnic back- 
ground.” 

It occurs to me that the two 
new states, Hawaii and Alaska, 
offer President Eisenhower an op- 
portunity to enrich the United 
States delegation to the United 
Nations General Assembly this 
fall or next.

ural bridge to the Far East which 
contains many of the newly in- 
dependent rations and about two- 
thirds of the world’s population.

A. Chicken salad can carry 
food poisoning, Mrs. K., but 
it’s not the real culprit. Chanc- 
es are good that if you mind 
good kitchen sanitation rules— 
and don’t let the salad sit in 
the sun in a picnic basket—you 
may make and serve chicken 
salad whenever you please. 


Here are year-round kitchen 
rules: 


1. Don’t handle food if you 
have a wound or any kind of 


nose, throat or mouth infec- 
tion. 
2. Keep your hands clean. | 


Don’t lick the spoon you're stir- | 


ring with. 


3. Banish household pests as 


well as pets from the kitchen. 


4. Keep all food well 


ered.

5. Keep cooked foods as care- 


fully refrigerated as you would 
uncooked foods. 


Now you often hear of chick- 
en salad or cream puffs as 
summer poisoners. They, as 
well as meats, poultry, other 
bakery and milk products, 
puddings, sauces and vege- 
tables can breed staphylococ- 
cus bacteria. Cooking may kill 
the germs themselves but is 
not likely to kill the toxin al- 
ready produced. This toxin can 
be spread by mincing, chop- 
ping or stirring. 


The food poisoning’ that 
comes from the bacteria with 
the long name is least danger- 
ous of food poisoning. While 
vou feel nausea and discomfort 
from it in from two to four 
hours after eating the bad 


food, the discomfort lasts only |

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No Need To Get Upset 
Over Nibbling Stage 


By MARCIA WINN 
The despair of mothers is the child who gobbles 
everything in sight until he is a year old, and then 
suddenly goes on what is, by comparison, a hunger 


strike. 


The average mother rarely 
can understand this. Here is 
a baby who gurgled with eaget- 
ness and almost jumped out of 
his high chair at the sight of 
a meal. Almost overnight he 
has come to looking at food, 
yawning, and pushing it away. 
If he eats at all, he nibbles. 


Is something wrong? Is he 
sick? Is he tired of certain 
foods? Is he drinking so much 
milk he has room for nothing 
else? 


NIBBLER PERIOD 


This particular age, between 
the years of 1 and 3, is known 
as the ‘negligent  nibbler’’ 
period and has been the undo- 
ing of many a mother. It has 
also stimulated many a negli- 
gent nibbler into becoming a 
confirmed eating problem sole- 
ly because his mother, unaware 
that the phenomenon is typical 
of this age, becomes tense, anx- 
ious, upset, and a force feeder. 


By golly, she mutters to her- 
self, he must have this food! 
It's good for him! And she 
yanks and cranks and spoons it 
in. 


Two Jacksonville, Fla., pedia- 
tricians, Doctors Cornelia M. 
and Hugh A. Carithers, have 
collected a few tips on the wise 
approach to this common prob- 
lem. Writing in Today’s Health, 
they point out that not only 
does the child of 1 to 3 appear 
to want little food, but actually 
he needs little. 


TRIPLE WEIGHT 


Babies usually triple their 
birth weight the first year of 
life. During the second year— 
the year iM which they learn 
to walk, run, climb, explore— 
they gain on the average only 
five pounds. In this lies the crux 
of the ‘“‘he won't eat.”’ 


“Moreover, this relatively 
small weight gain, as compared 
to the first year, is never 
steady,”” the doctors point out. 
‘For two or even three months 
at a time the weight may be 
stationary. During these lulls 
in growth, the appetite wanes, 
and not only does the child 
need little food, he wants little.’’ 


WATCH APPETITE 
Their suggestions to mothers 
1. Watch the trend of the 
child’s appetite and serve his 
plate accordingly. This will 
cut down on waste and spare 
maternal nerves. * 


2. If the child's trend is to- 
ward milk and away from vege- 


tables, offer him only small 
servings of vegetables. If the 


trend is away from milk use 
milk in cereals, soups, pud- 
dings, etc.

4. See that his food is well 
seasoned, although not too high- 
ly, and attractively served. 


5. Color is important. Beets 
are often more popular than 
cauliflower, and small children 
are more likely to eat potato 
and celery soup if colored red 
(with a vegetable dye) than if 
served in its natural state. 


For those mothers who won- 
der when to introduce coarse 
foods to their babies, the two 
doctors suggest watching the 
chewing motions the baby 
makes when the baby makes 
good, strong chomping motions, 
he is ready for toast or crack- 
ers.

The most significant thing about this new 
company as far as Georgia as a whole is con- 
cerned is that it means a new source of invest- 
ment capital to help finance the state’s economic 
expansion. 


New local capital, that is, to help Jessen 
Georgia’s still considerable dependence on the big 
institutional investors in the Northeast.

As with any initial public offering of stock, this one will no 
doubt attract some speculators hoping to buy at $5 and get out with 
a fast profit if it jumps to $7 or $8. 


They'll be taking a gamble, of course, because there’s no sure 
way of predicting whether a new stock will trade higher or lower 
than the initial offering price—or, even if it does rise, whether it 
will get up to the level specified on a given sell order without first 
tumbling, thus panicking the speculator type into selling at a loss. 


Non-speculating investors also hope a stock’s price will rise, 
and they take a risk, too. But long-term investors look far beyond 
the speculator’s get-rich-quick hopes.
